Should any heifer, when less than 
months age when sold, fail become 
pregnant within 120 days her first recorded 
breeding date, after having been bred regularly 
and examined licensed veterinarian, the 
matter shall reported writing the seller 
within 150 days the first recorded breeding, 
before the heifer reaches months age, 
whichever comes first. The seller may then, 
their own expense, have the privilege 120 
days prove her breeder confirming her 
in-calf Registered Guernsey bull, before 
refunding the purchase price making other 
settlement satisfactory the buyer. The 
seller will have days, period mutually 
agreed upon both parties, which take 
possession the animal following notification 
from the buyer. The buyer must immediately 
make the animal available the seller upon 
invoking this warranty."
